Trails Through the Woods 


in summer camps, on the routes of 
boy scouts, in peace-time manocuvres 
of citizen soldiers, in marking the 
landing places of aircraft, ete. 

The British army had discs or 
buttons two or three inches in dia- 
meter, coated with Iuminous paint 
and having a sharp spike on the un- 
der side. These were stuck upon 
the sides of trenclhics, buildings, 
fences, ctc., or were swung by hand 
to give signals in the well-known 
code, where bright lights were dan-

The luminous discs were visible 
from 30 to 60 feet, so they formed 
valuable landmarks. Luminous tib- 
bon also was used for marking 
trails through the woods, and lum- 
inous patches were attached to the 
backs of stretcher-bearers to prevent 
them from being fired upon by their 
own troops.

Stop Work On Warships 


Step May Involve Loss of Some 25 
Million Pounds 


London.—All private shipbuilding 
yards throughout the country, num- 
bering about twenty, are affected by 
the government order that all work 
be stopped on warships except those 
about to be Jaunched. 

The Admiralty yards at Chatham, 
Devonport and Portsmouth will not 
stop, however, as they are entircly 
occupied with the refitting of 2,700 
steamers which are about to be re- 
turned to the owners‘ from, whom 
they were requisitioned for war ser- 
vice. Among the warships being 
built at private. yards are cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, and the 
work on some of these may be ‘con- 
tinued, according to the Mail, if it is 
found cheaper to complete them than 
to break them up. 

Shipbuilders must be liberally com- 
pensated in cases where contracts are 
broken, but although several million 
pounds sterling may be involved, it 
may prove more economical — than 
carrying out the building program. 

The Mail quotes an officer-of the 
Admiralty as saying that one sound 
reason for stopping work on war- 
ships is that the step will clear the 
yards for commercial building. There 
is an excellent demand for new ton- 
nage, and this work will probably ab- 
sorb the men liberated by the stop- 
page of work on naval vessels. Ac- 
cording to the Glasgow Daily Record, 
work on 40 warships . valued at 
$125,000,000 has been stopped. 


Abdicated Ruler Sues for Estate. 


Berlin—Former Duke Charles Ed- 
ward of Coburg-Gotha has filed a 
suit against the republic of Gotha 
and its commissioners to recover his 
estate, which was confiscated when

The military court also has heard 
evidence against Von Zociner, form- 
er quartermaster-gene:al at Charle- 
ville. It has been testified that he 
‘was responsible for the deportation 
laf girls from Lille in 19!6 General 
Von Gravents, guvernor of Lille at 
the time, it was declared, held Von 
|Zoeiner responsible for ths order of 
deportation. 

Dr Von Henversny, a resident of 
Tives, near Lille, told the court that 
Captain Himmen Le Belafre was re- 
sponsible for the murder of the doc- 
tor’s 19-year-old son in November, 
1916. The boy was bayonetted by a 
German soldier on the order of the 
captain. The doctor testified further 
that the captain, the German govern- 
or of Lille and the German governor 
of Loubaix were responsible for the 
torturing, of French youths in’ Ger- 
man worl’ camps. 

The court is also inquiring into th 
case of Lieut. Boycel Von Gynitz of 
the 8th Chasseurs of Treves. The 
licutenant is charged with the at- 
tempted murder of Abbe Hallinck at 
Narog-en-Baroulet. It is declared 
that the officer, while drunk, twice 
stabbed the priest, in whose house 
he was living. Afterward he smashed 
the furniture and stole some money. 


To Flood italian Market 


Germany Has Goods Stored Ready 
to Rush Into Italy 

Genoa.—The possible flooding of 
the Italian market with German 
goods is attracting much attention in 
local industrial circles. Offers have 
come from Switzerland, ostensibly 
from Swiss, but in reality from Ger- 
man firms, who in many instances 
have the goods already on the fron- 
lier waiting for delivery into Italy. 

These firms are willing to give 
Italian houses three months’ credit 
at one per cent. interest and quote 
prices for goods delivered in Genoa, 
whereas American firms quote f.o.b. 
New York and in dollars instead of 
in lire. 


Hungarians Are Resentful 

Vienna.—Budapest is a city of po- 
litical turmoil, and the streets swarm 
with aimless, hungry people, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press correspon- 
dent who has arrived in Vienna after 
having made the trip from the Hun- 
garian capital by airplane. The flight 
was made by the courtesy of Lt, 
Brambilla, an Italian airman. 

The Hungarians on all sides feel 
that a tragedy has failen over them 
because of the fact that their fron- 
tiers are delimited for the first time 
in a thousand years, They also ex- 
press resentment that their homes 
are occupied by soldiers of a nation 
for which they have the deepest hat- 
red. 


Officers May Visit in England 

London. — The Canadian overseas 
ministry has announced that officers 
desiring to remain here after services 
can be dispensed with can remain 
until October 1, on conditions of pay 
ceasing from the date they are avail- 
able for return to Canada.

On 
November Ist, 1918, the average 
weight of grade lambs taken from 
the range herd in the spring, and put 
on irrigated pasture was 137 Ibs,, 
whereas at the same date the pick Of - 
1100 head of lambs from the range 
lherd run on the prairie averaged 92 
ilbs, Both were about the same age, 
and the lambs pastured on the prairie 
were considered exceptionally good. 
iambs from the pure bred flock kept 
on the farm averaged 150 Ibs. at the ° 
same date, 

In the comparison of pigs grown 
and fattened for market on irrigated 
lands, experience indicates that, be- 
cause of the advantages of increased 
milk and fresh pasture for the young, 
the animals will average 20 Ibs. heav- 
ier at the time of marketing than 
those raised on grain only. 

During the winter the breeding 
stock-:are carried over by the surplus 
of alfalfa taken from the pasture, to-_ 
gether with roots and ruffage as corn 
stover, pea vine, etc, The stock fed 
for market are given good~ -alfalfa, 
peas, grain and roots. 

In addition to the above, 300 to 
500 head of spring lambs have been 
fed during the winter for market, and 
a number of weaning calves, and dur- 
ing some winters becf cattle.

QOttawa—The work of the North 
West Mounted Police will be made 
Dominion-wide if a plan now under 
consideration by the government ‘s 
given effect to. The proposal, talked 
of but not yet acted on, is the arnal- 
gamation of the R.N.W.M.P. and the 
Dominion police. 

What is considered to be an anom- 
aly is the existing system whereby 
there ar¢ two police forces, with two 
distinct heads and responsible to two 
different ministers, The Royal North 
West force opcrates in the west and 
the Dominion police in the cast, 
though the latter’s work depends es+ - 
sentially upon the assistance of pro- 
vincial and municipal forces. 

Sir Percy Sherwood, head of the 
Dominion police, resigned some 
months ago, and it is not casy to find 
a suitable successor. The matter, it 
is‘tthought, would be simplified by the 
union of the two forces under one 
man and one department. So much 
is associated with the name of the 
R.N.W.M.P. that there might be ob- 
jections to the change. The force in 
the cast would be essentially differ- 
ent from the west. For one thing it 
would not need to be nearly so large 
or to travel mounted. The ministers 
favorable to the change figure out 
that not only would greater cfliciency

Market For 
Horses Wanted 


New Dominion Minister of Agricul- 
ture Outlines Some of 
His Ideas 


Calgary.—Dr. F. S. Tolmic, new 
Dominion minister of agriculture; 
Hon. Arthur Mcighen, minister of 
the interior; Hon, J. A. Cafder, min- 
ister of immigration and coloniza- 
tion, were the chicf speakers &, a 
noonday luncheon of ‘the Calgary 
board of trade. Hon. Charles Stew- 
art, premier of Alberta, was present 
also. 

One of the chief points pressed by 
Dr. Tolmic in his address was ‘that 
more attention should be given to 
nixed farming and the cattle indus-_ 
try. He emphasized the necessity of - 
paying more attention to the British 
market and also that across the 
Pacific. He dwelt at some Iength on 
the subject of improving breeds of 
cattle, and announéed that the fed- 
eral department of agriculture was 
preparing to give prizes for steers at 
fat stock shows. 

Dr. ‘Lolmie also related how the 
market for high-bred dairy cattle, 
especially Holsteins from. Canada, 
was becoming constantly wider 
across the line. 

The speaker referred to the im- 
portance of finding a market for light 
horses in Alberta. There was a 
market in Poland, where the herses 
and cattle had been stolen by the 
Germans, but the instability of the 
government there made it impossible 
to extend credit. The Americans had 
shipped in some 200,000 head, and 
there was need of another 100,000. 
There also was a need of such horses 
in Siberia. 

He extended his sympathy and 
promised all the assistance in his 
power to the farmers in the drouth- 
stricken areca of the west. 

Hon, J. A. Calder recalled that he 
had been a resident of Alberta in 
1894, 1895 and 1896, and. prophesied 
a great future for that section of ‘the 
Dominion, in spite of the drouth, 

He said the ministers had conie oft 
to personally investigate the alae 
ing reports of the drouth, He bea i 
been travelling in the Saskatchewan 
drouth areas and found the situation - 
not so bad as reported; nevertheless, 
it must be met. Difliculties. in _ the 
past had been overcome through the 
western spirit, We must: endeavor, 
he said, to avoid a repetition of the 
situation, He thought something 
could be done... There were exten- 
sive arcas in Southern Alberta and 
Saskatchewan that could’ be irrigat- 
ed. Wherever -that was “feasible, it 
must be done. 

Referring to the big war debt of 
$1,950,000, he said that governments 
had got into the-habit of spending 
during the war regardless “of cost. 
This had got down to the individual 
citizen, but if we were to get over 
the hill we must get these extrava- 
gant ideas out of our heads, It was_ 
only by work and saving that we 
could win out. In his visit west, if 
there was one thing that had struck 
him, it was the extravagant expendi- 
ture on every hand in the cities. A
